IMPERIAL PALACE HOLDS OUT. 


Russians Violate the Sacred City. 


Allies Attacked in Rear. 


The entire city of Pekin is now cecu- 
pied by the allies, excepting the imper- 
ial palace, four courts of which were 
taptured by the United States troops. 
The foreigners engaged the Chinese 
army Sunday, August 19th, outside of 
Tien Tsim, All the missionaries and a 
thousand native Christians have left 
the capital. The situation in the Yang 
Tse Valley is mare critical. Laitest ad- 
vices indiexte that Pekin is in flames, 
having been set on fire by the Chinese. 
The Russian general invaded the sac 
red city violating the decision of the 
allies not to damage that portion of 
the capital. In defence he stated his 
government had declared war \on 
China. The Americans retired after 
reaching the gates. 

Foreign consuls at Shanghai fear 
the Chinese are in therear of the allied 
army and have interrrvpted communi- 
tations.

SIR CHARLES OX ENGLISH PREFERENCE.

J. A. J. McKenna and Major Jas. 
Walker, scrip commissioners, arrived 
on Monday’s train accompanied by J. 
F. Prudhomme, secretary and Messrs. 
S. Mabey and F. B. Hugg, clerks. Tt. 
had not been intended to make any 
delay at Edmonton_on the way to Vie- 
toria, but a number of half-breeds 
from Jasper House, about 250 miles to 
the west, had come down to Lac Ste 
Anne to meet the first date fixed for 
that place. They could not afford to 
wait until the commission reached 
Lake Ste Ann at the date last fixed, 
and the expense of geing home and 
retiurcing would be so great that the 
commissioners felt justified in delay- 
ing at Edmonton long enough to deal 
with them. They are about thirty in 
number, The commissioners - com 
menced taking their evidence on Tues- 
day, and were occupied during ‘Wed- 
nesday and Thursday, The work of 
dealing with these people was partic- 
ularly difficult as they had no revords 
and therefore personal evidexce had 
to be taken in all cases.

Even 
that which is down is yripening all 
right, ais it-is net broken, or tangled 
and is nat very flait, having gone down 
by its own weight, rather than on ac- 
count of wind.

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PUBLIC MEETING. 
(Mr. Oliver's address continued.) 

Although the people of Canada had 
been relieved of taxation to such a 
large extent, there were still large ex- 
penditures for. public purposes,., This 
large expenditere was declared by the 
#oposition to be a depanture from the 
avowed policy of the government when 
in opposition. He was not prepared to 
deny that thete was some foundation 
for this criticism, . But he felt that 
as a western repeesentative, with the 
west needing large expenditures for 
railway construction and other im- 
provements, it was searcely his place 
to\take a stand, against large expendi- 
tures. With the Crow’s Nest pass 
railway costing three and a half ‘mil- 
lions, the Canadian Northern... railway 
ponused and to be bonused tothe. ex 
tent of several millions, the Edmon- 
ton bridge costing $70,690 and many 
other covsiderable expenditures eith- 
er made or.in prospect, the representa- 
tive ef Alberta would not be in a 
atrong position as .an apostle of, rigid 
qceoaomy. These expenditures. which at 
idast. were liberal, disproved the proph- 
ecy made at the last elections thati if 
the liberals attained power the West 
would be allowed to stagnate for lack 
of government. apsistance to its devel- 
opment. There must be expenditure.to 
sauce development in a new country, 
Were we to find fault with the only 
possible means being taken to seoura 
development f 

A very important expenditure made 
in Alberta, was in connection with the 
creameries; $20,000 had been advanced 
te pat the Alberta creameries on their 
feet. As a result in three years their 
output bad amounted to $129,520, and 
had increased three-fold in the three 
years from 1897 to 1899, ,Only those 
who owned creamery stock .or sup- 
plied milk to the creameries in 1896 
could appreciate the change in condi- 
tions resulting, f{rom.the action of the 
government. ‘ 


Other parts of the Territories had 
been dealt with liberally as well as Al- 
berta, and the subsidy to the Terrvi- 
tories as « whole had been increased 
$142,000 this year and $50.090 in a pret 
vious year, nearly doubling the 
Territorial subsidy since the present 
government took oifice. 


The railway question occupied . the 
public mind to a large extent at the 
last election, and must always do so 
owing to out geographical positiqn. it 
was hoped by many, himself among the 
number.that a change in the conditions 
of monopoly.then prevailing would be 
secured by a change of governments 
He was sorry to say that the result 
hoped for had aot been attained. The 
monopoly was stili with us, and still 
had to be fought. But beceuse we had 
not been able to break the ‘monopoly it 
did not follow that no improvement in 
conditions had taken place. Even if 
we had not attained all that we hoped 
and strove for, it would be foolish{ for 
us not to acknowledge the advantages 
we had gained. As a condition of the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway bargain a 
reduction in east bound grain rates 
of 3c per 100 pounds had been secured. 
This meant $18 on every 1,000 busheis 
of wheat grown in the country; for i 
was the value of the export surplus 
that fixed the value of the whole crop. 
Three cents taken off the freight rate 
was three cents added to the price. 
Eighteen dollars for every. thousand 
bushels out. af the pocket of the rail¢ 
way company and in the pocket of ‘the 
farmer. But there was also a reduc 
tion of from 10 to 331-3 per cent in 
freight on articles principally used by 
western settlers. He estimated. that 
this reduction was at least equal in 
total vaiye; to the reductiom on wheat. 
The grain bought the goods, and the 
value of the two reductions would cor- 


® respond to some extent with each oth- 


me er, so that the total value would be

The terms of the Canadian Northern 
railway scheme affarded k. very giaod 
basts.of comparison between the rail 
way policy of the present government 
and; that of their predecessors. (The 
Canadian Northern schems \ parallels 
thea 0. P.R. maio line from Lake Sty 
rerior to the Rockies, The distanceis 
roughly 1,250 miles. The C. P. R. re 
teived 430 miles of the most difficult 
section of the line ready built free of 
a cent of cast; a proportionate share 
of 25 million dollars cash and 25 mil- 
lion acres of land; exemption from 
taxation on the land for twenty-years; 
a monopoly of railway traffic flor twent 
ty years; practicaliy absolute control 
of rates; rails duty free; and other spe- 
cial advantages. The Canadian 
Northern gets from’ the Dominion gov- 
*rnment on some 300 miles of the most 
“iificult part of its line a cash bonus 
of $6,400 a mile, and on the remainder 
See a mile; itis gets no Jand grant’ on 
pe part of its yproposed ine from 

"ince Albert, through Edmonton to 


the Jasper pass; other..railways must 
be allowed running powers over its 


lines; its rajtes are declared to ba att 
solutely controllable by ‘the . govern- 
ment; it pays duty on its rails; and 
returns 3 per cent on the amount of 
bonus received by the carriaze of mails, 
end government forces and stores if 
required. Surely the Canadian North- 
ern bargain represented a substantial 
advance in conditions as compared with 
the C. P. R. bargain, or even the C. & 
EK. Under the former government 
western railways were .bonused by 
land » grants while’ eastern raii- 
Ways.. were  bonused in cash. 
That is, the western country provid- 
ed aid for its own railways and helped 
to provide aid for eastern railways as 
well. Under the present government 
both eastern and western railways are 
aided. by cash subsidies on exactly the 
same. terms, and no land subsidies are 
given. Land subsidies were formerly 
given at the raie of about..6,400 acres 
a miles At that rate the Northwest 
Sayes on the 560 miles of the proposed 
Canadian Northern line between Prince 
Albert and Edmonton, 3,200,000 acres 
oj land worth at Jeast:as many millions 
of dollars, or at the present standard 
price. of $3 an acre.$9,600,000. 

While buge. railway projects and im- 
portant public works had been com- 
menced and in some cases completed, 
minor matters had not been neglected. 
The conditions of homestead residence 
had been relaxed in favor of the set- 
tler’s son, of the .second homesteaden, 
and of the purchager of land, The set- 
tler’s sou wus allowed to put in his/ re- 
sidence on his father’s homestead; the 
second homesteader to remain on his 
first homestead, and the purchaser to 
put in his residence on his purchased 
land instead of his homestead if it 
suited him better to do so,. The re- 
axation in favor of the settler’s son 
Was lo enkourage the young men whe 
Were born or were growing up in the 
couutry to become settlers themselves. 
‘these were the men who above all oth- 
ers would make the best settlers. The 
seccad homesteader did no gne any 
gool by leaving his iirst homestead 
and going on to his second as form! 
erly required, The privilege accorded 
to purchasers was to encourage the 
pxequirement of a half section as a 
jarm. The liability of bondsmen far 
seed grain had been removed. These 
seed grain bonds had tied up an imt 


| mense number of homesteads,and were 


a rank injustice in the first place. 
Ri a quamter section of land was not 
gool enough security for an advance 
G@,a few bushels of sead grain! it was 
not good enoughi ior a settler to spend 
his time an it, The advance of the 
gtain was an injury rather than a 
beneift im such a case. Tha amount of 
free timber permit allawed a settler 
bes been inoreased from 1,800 to 3,000 
lineal feet, and the amount that may 
be sawn is increased from 6,750 feet 
board measure te 9,250 feet. These 
might seem to be small matters but 
they were important to the people on 
and gaing on the land on whose satis- 
faction with their conditions the final 
success of the country depended. 
Although elected to support . the 
liberal party and policy tt had been 
as an ‘ independent, The - electars 
had ielt that tMere was = sufficient 
difference between western and east+ 
ern interests, and such lack of knaw- 
ledge and appreciation of western in- 
terests in the case as required a west- 
ern representaitive to be in a ‘position 
te stand up for western interests ir- 
respective of party. These were the 
conditions under which he was elected 
and this was the mnderstanding on 


which he acted. He had _ vated 
against the expridssed vidws of “the 
government on three occasions dur 


ing the past session. On two of these 
he had the misfortune to vote 
egainst: the dpiposition as . well. One 
af these was the elevatdr question 
This question relaitad to the pur- 
pose and ownership of the right of way 
ofa railway: The railwalys claimed 
absolute ow.nership of the right of way, 
the right to say what use it skal] bs 
fut ta amd on what terms. The 
speaker held that the right of way 
belonged to the company only for the 
purposes of the rmilway andj wag .as 
much under the authority of parlia- 
ment as the roadi bed, rolling stock, or 
rmgyoning arrangements. That as parlia- 
ment had the right to regulate the 
ralway iit had the right to regulate the 
uses to which the right df waly gnight 
be put. the demand.was made on 
behalé of the farmers and independent, 
grain buyers, that flat warehouses for 
the starmge, buying and seiling of 
grain be allawed to be built.on the 
right cf way of the C. P .R. at stations 
and sidings. This the company refms- 
ed in pursuance of ap agreement made 
by them with the owners of elevators 
that where a standard elevator was 
situated they would nat accept grain 
for shipment except through suck 
standard - elevator. It was 
clained by the farmers that 
the prohibition’ of the erection of flat 
warehouses and ‘therefoer of free 
trade in grdin resulted in an elevator 
combine which fleeced the farmers in 
the price and handling of their grain. 
The goverrment had introduced a 
bill to protest farmers against some of 
the methods of the gmfn combire. But 
as this bill expressly prohibited the 
buying or selling of grain through flat 
warehouses it did not meet his (the 
speaker’s) views. He claimed for the 
farmer the right to sell or ship Bis 
@Tain as he pleased. The bill as first 
introduced permitted the erectian of 
one warehouse for storage and ship 
ment, but not sale, at each siding. It 
was amended to increase the number 
of such warehouses, At the instiga- 
|tion! of the O. P. R., who were  wat- 
thing the bill very carefully the jzov- 
ment introduced a furtier amendment 


to require the person. or persons who 
desired to erect a second warehouse at 
any siding to purchase a site on the 
right of way from the raiiway com> 
pany ane possibly require him to build 
& siding for himself as well. As this 
would make it possible for the rail- 
way company to prevent the erection 
ef mare thhin one flat warehouse at 
any siding he felt compelled to vote 
against the gdvernment’s amendment, 
with nine othei members, six on the 
government side and three on the op- 
Phsition, Except these three theop 
position voted bodily with the govern- 
ment to support the combine. 


The second occagkon upon which he 
differed with the government was on 
a motion proposed by Mr. Richardson 
respecting the taxation of \C. P. R. 
lends. In this part of the Territor 
ies the ©. P, R. owned every alternt 
ate seqtion.and where school and local 
improvement districts were so gener- 
ally farmed the questiow of land ‘taxa- 
tion or land exemption was nee-ssarily 
very important. At the time the C. 
P. R. charter was granted the land 
bonus was .exempted for “twenty 
years aiter the grant thereof from-the 
crown.” Every one supposed that the 
land was granted when it was given, 
and that the exemiptian would expire 
in twenty years from that date, or on 
the 15th af Februazy next. But it was 
held by the railway company that 
“grant” meant “patent” and that the 
exemption did not expire muntil 20 
years after the patent had been grant- 
ed. As the patents had not yet been 
granted. they claimed that the exemp- 
tion had not yeit begun to run, and 
never would begin until they were 
gtanted, This was ,n _ . Important 
question, especially in this part of the 
couatry and us the supposed term of 
exemption was abowt to -expire the 
question was properly up for consid+ 
eration, Mr, Richardson’s motion de- 
clared that the exemption expired on 
Feb. 16th next, and directed that the 
lands be patented to the company at 
ance in order that they might then 
be available far taxation. He second- 
ed and swpiported Mr. Richardson's mo- 
tian, and only regretted that it was 
apposed by ‘the leaders on both sides af 
the house and both parties 1s parties. 

Only six members voted for it, and 
they were all from the liberal side, but 
not absolute partizans., This question 
@3 taxaition of O. P. R. lands was one of 
burning interest to the people of this 
part of the comntry and it was for 
them to say whether they wanted it 
fought out or not. There might \be 
better ways of attaining the ends 
desired than by advocating them \by 
vaice g@nd vote on ihe floor of parlia~ 
ment. Other mén might have other 
and better means. For his part he 
knew of only one way, that was te 
say what was wanited, and stay with 
it, whether in majority or minority, 


He had voted to censure the minis- 
ter of militia on the question of the 
emergency rations. No charge of per- 
sonal connection by the minister with 


the affair had been made. The charge 
was culpable negligence. There \was 


no question that a wrong had. ‘been 
done in the militia department. Tha 
minister as head of tl depantment 
had not seen fit to punish those who 
were parties to the wrong. Therefore 
the minister himself should be held 
responsible. In ‘conclusion the speak- 
er said that as representative of this 
great and growing district he had 
made it a poinit to consider its inter+ 
est first, and his every effort Jhad been 
directed towards pratoting those in- 
terests and the general progress and 
prosperity of the country at large. 

The chairman made a few, concluding 
remarks and the meeting was closed 
by. singing “God Save the Queen.”

LETTER FROM TROOPER SOHELL. 

In a letter to his wife, dated from 
Pretoria, Trooper Schell, @f the Mountt'! 
ed Rifles, says: 

June 5th, 1900. 


We have seen some service since I 
last wrote, but we have succeeded in 
doing up che Boers wherever we met 
them. We had tome bpretity{ har 
fighting around Johannesburg and 
Pretpria. We go into Pretoria one 
month from the time we left Bloem- 
fontein: We had some wounded. but 
none killed so far as I knowin our 
squadroa, although the infantry lost 
quite a few, I think the Gordon High- 
landers lost the mosi. You wili have 
seen ali the news in the papers before 
we Know of iti bere. We (the western 
men) got a surprise one morning when 
we were at breakfast. The Boers be+ 
gan firing at us with a pomtpom, The 
thing throws a dozen one pound shells 
ip about as many secon.is. We had to 
getLout inja hiatagy< for they were burstt 
ing all around us and under cur hon- 
ses. How we got put without a 
great many movre-casualties is a won- 
der. I think this war is about over. 
The Boers had \s@me splendid forts 
around Pretoria but they had not time 
to get all their big guns in (position to 
defend them, we crowded them so fast. 
This was supposed to be the strongest 
fortified tawn im the world. The Boers 
are not much as soldiers, They .run 
as sooUm as we get them on the flank, 
Their big guns are well served but 
their ride fire is poer. Few of their 
shells burst till they strike the ground 
and some ail to go off then. The Roy- 
al Horse Artillery, which is with us, 
does splendid work, landing ~ their 
shelis in the right plage, and musti do 
a great deal ef execution. 

June 10th, 1900. 

Since writing the foregoing we have 
had uwo days gu at the Moers ami had 
some hot work. For two days and twa 
Lights we Were under rile and big 
gun Lire continualiy, but managed to 
usiodge them irom a pretty , strong 
position, When we disladga them 
tney had jad enough af it, and deépari- 
ed beiore daylight. One of yur feb 
iOwWs Was SUK by a <0 Ib. sneli anu 
neuwrly to.min two, He was trying ip 
take «cover bebinu his horse. Capt, 
MacDonald, oi Calgarg, was buiidiny 
himselr a Dreust WO.n Of styunes sio 
coves him irom rifie tire when his re- 
vo.ver aropped out, the hammer syrik- 
iug @ stone. and causing it io discharge. 
ibe shot eutered bis \side, passing 
thoousn the liver. He is noc expecteu 
to live. We are under orders ior the 
Vasi river, butween tue Urangé Iree 
State and the Tramsvaal.as DeWet and 
Sleyu bave been ywiving trouble there. 
Juae, 17th, 1900. 

We have arrived at our new piace 
and I taink they will keep us aiong 
the line oi communication tor the bai- 
the war, ta keap thp (Boers 
from blowing up the bridges. There 
of troops along the road for 
that purpose. it is getting into the 
winter here and we Mave frost every 
night. We have to sleep in the open 
air—in fact we have slerit in tents oniy 
about two weeks since we arrived in 
the country. 

June 24th, 1900. 

Since writing the above ‘we swent 
a line of bills a few miles away, 
ine the position’ of a bedy ‘of 
50 Boers who were holding out there. 
I got after ome in the open and tried 
to capture, him, but after firing at me 
from his horse he retreaited to the hills 
near by, from! which his friends treajted 

e toa livelyi Suisilade until I got out 
of reach. As the British row have 

ll the larze towns in both States and 
the complete railway line I cannot see 
haw) the Boets will hold out mutch longt 
er. They aire split wp into about six 
itmies of from one to six thousand 
men each, and in this country where 
the country is very hilly they are hard 
to round up. (We expect to be on the 
way home soon.

EDMONTON FALL FAIR. 
After an intermission of several 


years the Edmonion fall fair is to be 
resumed. . Arrangements are being 


made ier ar exhibition to be held on 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, 
Oct, 23rd, 24th and 25th. This com- 
faratively late date is chosen in order 
to make it possible to have a show oi 
the results of the season’s growth in 
grass, grain and vegetables. Harvest 
will be over and threshing suificient- 
ly far advanced to allaw a good com- 
petitive exhibit of threshed grain. As 
Jar as the season is concerned, we fre- 
quently have the finest weather of ‘the 
year in October and November, and if 
the luck should be against it this time, 


why there might have beem bad weatht 
er at any other possible date. 


One reason why shows were not held 
im recent years was that the society 
had no permanent and properly equip- 
ped show ground. Under the form of 
a joint stock company the society has 
acquired show grounds of 43 acres on 
the Hudson’s Bay flat, fronting on the 
river, the grounds are being surround- 
ed by a close board fence, 7 feet high; 
a building for use as an agricultural 
hall will be erected and also shelter 
peas for live stock. A first class regut 
lation balf mile track has been made 
on the show grounds, upon which Do- 
minion Day sports have been held this 
season and last. The grounds are 
~onvenient for access from the south 
side of the river by either the bridge 
or the ferry, and being on the river 
bank the question of water supply for 
stock will not arise. 

The capital stock of the company is 
fixed at $15,000, of which $10,000 has 
been subscribed, and an active canvass 
is being conducted to secure the sub- 
scription of the remainder - While the 
stock is largely subscribed in town, a 
considerable , number of Prominent 
‘armers have also taken stock. Two 
calls of ten per cent each havel been 
made and another cal} of 10 p. c. will 
bepmac® if ayrhivide the necessary per- 
manent improvements and carry the 
exhibition throuzh in creditable style.
